Last year when Charles Francis Adams, 
the able but close-mouthed president of the 
Union Pacific Railroad, passed through this 
city, he was interviewed by a representative 
of Tue Times. Among the queries fired 
plump at the railway magnate was this: 
Doesn't your road intend shortly to extend 
the Southern Utah toa junction with the A- 
lantie and Pacific, or to Los Angeles itself?“ 
orwords to that effect. President Adams 
answered dryly—for even railroaders some- 
times take a little poetic license—“Oh, no 
We are perfectly satisfied with what we 
have.“ 
The belief has prevailed with those best 
posted that, notwithstanding President 
Adams’s coy disclaimer, the Southern Utah 
will be pushed to Southern California.

An Eastern Opinion of Its Effect on 
California Trade. 
Tonk, May 10.—[Special.] The 
Tribune says: “Opinions vary somewhat 
among dealers and shippers of California 
' products as to the effect of the Interstate 
Commerce Act upon their business. A re- 
Porter called upon some of the largest 
houses in this line yesterday to ascertain 
their views regarding the workings of the 
‘law. It is generally believed that the law 
‘will work disaster to the native produce 
business between California and the East. 
~. Delafield, of the firm of Coleman & 
Do., expressed the opinion that the law would 
“pe injurious, if not disastrous, to the busi- 
ness of his firm, as it would practically pre- 
vent the shipment of any California products 
do eastern markets. ‘Theraisin industry of 
California,’ he said, ‘is now a flourishing 
one, but it is still in its infancy. There is a 
tariff on foreign raisins, which enables us 
to bring our raisins East and sell them to 
advantage in competition with the foreign 
article, but under the working of the Inter- 
state Law the freight upon raisins from 
California is so increased as to offset all the 
advantage the tariff gives us. It has just 
the same effect that the repealing of the 
duty on foreign raisins would have, and the 
same is true of other California products.’ 
R. Parmelee, secretary of the California 
Vintage Company, said: ‘It has not hurt 
us any yet. It will undoubtedly have the 
effect, however, of increasing the price of 
wines to consumers, but it will not injure 
dealers in the highest grades of California 
n ‘wines to any extent, for thisreason: There 
is a duty of $50 per cask on foreign clarets.
